To the great wealth of minerals which 
California’s bounty provides must be 
adde<j $90,000,000 for the lumber cut 
annually. 

Great forests of white, yellow and sugar 
pine and fir sweep southward from the 
northern boundaries of the State to the 
San Jacinto Range. In the Coast Range 
are great forests of redwood. 

California contains twenty National 
Forests, whose total area is more than 
24,000,000 acres. 

It is estimated that these National 
Forests contain 120,000,000,000 board 
feet of standing timber, mostly pine, red¬ 
wood, fir and cedar. The value of this 

T L J f Mn r- If....- timber is $250,000,000. 

In the days of 49 California became 

known as the “Golden State.’’ She still 
leads in the production of gold, which is 
produced in thirty-two counties and exists 
in others. Last year the production of 
gold in California reached $15,800,000. 

But now many other minerals take 
their place with gold as sources of the 
State’s wealth. More than one-fourth of 
the nation’s output of petroleum last year 
came from California. Its value was 
$182,400,000. 

More plebeian, but contributing largely 
to our wealth, were brick, cement, build¬ 
ing stone and crushed rock, which aggre¬ 
gated $27,000,000.

Land values used to be based largely upon situation with 
regard to railways and street cars. Shipping conveniences 
for farm and industrial purposes, and walking distance for 
residence and retail business purposes were the deciding fac¬ 
tors.

Mrs. W. J. Thompson iiecently re¬ 
ceived news of the passing of her 
mother at Moville, Iowa. 


In an etforl to correct confusion 
which apparently exi.sts in tlie minds 
of large numbers of iiiotorists, the 
legal depaitment of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California has just 
issued a correct statement in regard 
to the right-of-way rule which now 
pertains on the boulevards and streets ^ 
of this state. j 

According to official statements ap -1 
proximately SO per cent of all acci¬ 
dents ill which motorists are involved 
occur at street and road intersections. 
Collisions at intersections, say the 
club legal authorities, are attributed 
to excessive speed, incompetent handl¬ 
ing of automobiles and to ignorance 
or utter disregard of the right-of-wa> 
rule. 

This statement knocks in the liead 
two erroneous ideas that are quite 
coninion, one of which is that an au¬ 
tomobile on a regular boulevard or a 
main traveled thoroughfare in the city 
has the right-of-way over autoiiiobile.i 
entering from side streets. This is not 
the rule. The other wrong Idea is 
that an automobile that first enters 
the street intersection always has the 
right-of-way. This is not the correct 
test. 

The California Motor Vehicle act 
makes no mention of street intersec¬ 
tions, boulevards or main traveled 
thoroughfares. In.stead it prescribes a 
rule with reference to right-of-way of 
vehicles at a point where their lines 
of travel intersect. Under this rule 
the operator of a vehicle approaching 
a cross street must first know whether 
any vehicles are approaching from his 
left. He must then ijuickly determine 
whetlier there is any danger of collis¬ 
ion and at what point the vehicles will 
collide if they maintain their rate of 
speed. 

If the driver on the right is closest 
to the probable point of collision, he 
has the right-of-way. The driver on 
' the right also has the right-of-way 
‘ if the two vehicles are the same dis- 
: tance from this point. If the driver 
' on the right is further from the prob¬ 
able point of collision than the vehicle 
approaching from the left, then the 
vehicle on the left has the right-of- 
way.
